WILLIAMS' CHEER
The yalley of Willins' oreck is
miles long and from a quarter to a hall mile
wide above and below the cafon, It contains
about two thounsand men, chieilly miners.
They are divided off in what may be called
their camps. The first, or one farthest up the
gtream, is dignified by the name of Richileld;
the second iz Baskerville; the third Cameron-
ton., Along the base of the monntain, on
each side of the water in the different camps,
are situated rows of stately buildings, ranging
all the way from seven by nine to eight by
ten feet in size, und from eight to ten feet
high_in many of which are dowiciled half-a-
dozen hardy, honest miners, of bLrawny
armg, brave bhearis, and indomitable wills,
They degerve rich rewnrds for the toil and de-
privations they suffer, bul alas! alas! how
faw of the great mass succeed in accomplishing
the objuct of their ambilion—a grest fortuns,
‘Yi“i.’ﬂuhl greek was dizcov red T‘_V a man of
that name, in the epring of the year 15ul.
Previons to that time, mining in Dritish
Columbin had been conflued to Frazer river.
The first claims were lovated in Riohlield, the
best of which paid well at the outsel an i
ganeed an immenss rush of population.  Fra.
ger river, lloney and Antler creeks, lost all
their charme, thelr diggings were laft in dis-
gust for the great centre of attraction, whera
gold of the finest quality could be scooped up
by the shoveliull, After all the claims had
been taken up in the vailey (which is notmore
than half-a-mile long) above the Corriun,
progpecting to & considerable extent Wis car-
ried on there; but no gplil wias !ouu-l.. Al_
length an idea presented itself to the mind of
an old California miner, that by some strange
convulsion of nation the bed of the oresk h_n-.i
been changed, and that by tunnelling into the
earth a distance of two or three hundred feet
the old bed would be reached, and that large
deposits of gold would be found, A nuwmber
of réesolute men formed themselves into an
association nnder the name of the Black Javk
Company, and ran a tunnel into the wonutain,
in a sort of incline direction, for & distance of
two hundred feet, where they struck & bad
thst pfﬂ\-‘l’,‘d the l]_lc.‘('I'_" of the old Californinn
to be correct. The elalm was the richeat ever
found in the valloy.
While this work of tunnelling was going on
# great rush was made down the creek for the,
valley below the cafions and olaims waere
taken up on both sides for a distance of a
mils and = half. The first pay that was
struck in this camp (ealled Baskerville) was
by the Basker Company, which, after sinkiog
& shaft about fiflty feet, came upon veln that
hag thus far paid every man oconnected with
it for his labor, as well a8 the money expended
in reaching it. lmwmediately adjoining this
are gevernl others that are generally regarded
a8 good claims,
Below this oamp is the calebrated Cameron
glaim, located in the winter of 1802, and which
for a short time paid at the rate of #1000 per
fool; near by is the Raby mine, which, I am
told, has yielded over a quarter of & milllon of
dollars. In close proximity is the Prince of
Wales, whioh pald well for a couple of years,
but In now worthless, having besn complately
worked out, It is this nnoertainty about gold
mining that makes the business so hazardons;
they are lsble to cease yielding at any mo-
ment. Not RO with silver mining; they naver
yun out.  There is no authientle instanes on
record, whare a well-defiued lode of silver-
bearing quarts has csnsed to yisld: the rale i,
the desper the de.cent the tioher Lo ore. 1t
is this fact that has onnsed o fisny old By
rienced miners to abandon the gold £ g “l"l
